Grayling Mercy Hospital 
celebrates National Medical 
Laboratory Week, April 14 
through the 20. According to 
Jeff Richmond, lab director, 
lab week is a time for com- 
munity individuals to visit 
their local lab and see first 
hand what services are 
available. This year’s theme 
is “The Medical Laboratory 
- In Pursuit of Answers.” 

Mr. Richmond said ap- 
proximately 50 tours go 
through our facility a year. 
Tour groups range from pre- 
schoolers to college students 
studying for medical pro- 
fessions. 


“We are very proud of our 
lab. We feel that the National 
Medical Laboratory Week 
theme best describes our 
laboratory staff’s contribu- 
tion to the quality of patient 
care and to the preservation 
of human life,” said Rich- 
mond. “By participating in 
the diagnostic process, 


laboratory professionals are 


part of the health care team 
which also includes the at- 
tending physician, nurses, 
and other health profession- 
als,”’ he added. 

National Medical Labora- 
tory Week is co-sponsored by 
the American Society of 
Clinical Pathologists and 
other groups in approxi- 
mately 13,000 laboratories 
and 6,000 hospitals through- 
out the U.S. Its purpose is to 
foster better communication 
and understanding among 
laboratories, hospital em- 
ployees and the communities 
in which they serve. 

Grayling Mercy Hospital 
has 12 trained laboratory 
technologists that provide 
24-hour coverage in the 
Grayling area. Over 120,000 
laboratory tests are conduct- 
ed each year at Mercy. Rich- 
mond said their goal is to 
process tests as quickly as 
possible and get statistics 
out to our physicians to aid 
them in making prompt 
diagnoses. 


The theft involved a large sum of money less than $50,000 
according to the Grayling City Police.

Three ivory-colored trays containing mostly cash were 
taken. Stephan said no forcible entry was made at the bank. 

The bank was closed Saturday, March 30, while police 
checked for clues. It reopened Monday, April 1, for business 
and Mark Furst, of Chemical Bank North, said the theft has 
not interferred with normal operations.

Folks Fond of Fish Food

You'll never see a ‘Don’t Feed The Fish’’ sign at the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery. 

Feeding the trout is too popular with everyone involved. 

The visitors to the tourist attraction must enjoy it. They 
dished out more than $11,000 in dimes and dollars for hand- 
fuls or bags of fish food to toss to the trout. 

The Fish Hatchery Committee has to like it. They were 
able to buy all the fish food for the year for 10,000 trout (a cost 
of $4,109) and still have more than $7,000 left in profit from 


PY fish food sales. 


And the fish definitely like it — as anyone who has ever 
thrown food pellets to the hungry devils knows. 

All in all,the fish food sales was one of the main reasons 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery finished $3,800 in the black for 
1984 — its second year of operation as a tourist attraction. 

Fish food sales brought in $11,421 in 1984, entrance 
donations amounted to about $3,767, and other donations 
totaled $1,043. The fish hatchery also received a Private In- 
dustry Council grant for $12,000 toward hiring employees.

Entrance donations were about the same as in 1983, but 
fish food sales increased about 27 percent in 1984. 

Expenses were $4,109 for fish food, $17,519 in wages for 
six employees, gas and tools $256, and unemployment, retire- 
ment contributions plus other expenses $2,746. 

The fish hatchery had a $3,800 balance after 1984 opera- 
tions compared to a $1,800 balance after the first year. 

The hatchery attracted 38,711 visitors during 19 weeks in 
1984, for an average of more than 2,000 persons a week. 

The July 4th week was the best week for visitors as the 
hatchery attracted 3,772 persons. The last week in July with 
3,355 visitors the next best week for the hatchery last year. 
During the whole month of July the hatchery averaged more 
than 3,000 visitors a week. During August it averaged about 
2,600 persons a week. 

In 1984, the Hatchery opened April 28 and for the first 
four weeks attendance averaged only 700 persons a week.

Miercy Hospital Opens 
Sports Medicine Clinic 


A new Grayling Mercy 
Hospital Sports Medicine 
Clinic opened April 10, under 
the direction of Dr. Charles 
VanderRoest, chief of emer- 
gency services at Mercy 
Hospital, and Edward 
Yuiska, physical therapists. 

The clinic will be open on 
Wednesdays from 4 p.m. un- 
til 7 p.m. in the MercyCare 
Clinic at the hospital. Accor- 
ding to Mr. Yuiska, the clinic 
will provide a mechanism 
for evaluating individuals 
with injuries either caused 
by athletic activity or pre- 
venting the person from 
engaging in athletics. 


“Barly diagnosis is im- 
portant in sport related in- 
juries, especially to the 


young athlete who is hoping 
to get an athletic scholar- 
ship. The more time an in- 
jury goes untreated, the 
more it impedes the success 


of the treatment,” said 
Yuiska. ‘“‘We need to get to 
these injuries quickly and 
begin prompt treatment.” 
Dr. VanderRoest and 
Yuiska encourage any per- 
son with an injury to utilize 
the clinic. Referrals are not 
necessary. The clinic is set 
up to evaluate injuries and 
make recommendations on 
treatment. According to 
Yuiska, some _ individuals 
may be referred to their own 
doctor, to physical therapy, 
or to a physician specialist; 
the clinic is simply a means 
by which they can assess 
injuries and make prompt 
medical recommendations. 
The clinic will be 
especially valuable to the 
local coaches at the many 
schools in the area. Yuiska 
envisions expansion of the 
clinic hours and days as 
more individuals become 
familiar with the service.

survey Couid Change Wage 
Requirements for Federal Projects 


Bob Diesing, Executive Vice-President of the Northern 
Michigan Chapter of Associated Builders and Contractors 
announced the establishment of a prevailing wage survey 
program for Otsego, Crawford, and Kalkaska counties. The 
purpose of the survey, he explained, is to assist the U.S. Dept. 
of Labor, Employment Standards Division, in gathering ac- 
curate wage data in order to compute prevailing wages un- 
der the Davis-Bacon Act. 

Diesing stated that many area contractors are already in 
receipt of the survey forms, and their input and positive ap- 
proach will be an important factor in the success of this sur- 
vey. He also mentioned that participation-in this program is 
strictly voluntary and is open to all contractors that have 
worked on private and commercial projects in the three 
ePannty aran 

Any information received is confidential and will be used 
only for submittal to the Dept. of Labor. He also explained 
that if enough information is obtained by the survey, the 
Dept. of Labor will review and possibly change the prevailing 
rates and contractors will not be prevented from bidding on 
federally funded projects because of exorbitant wage 
requirements.

Grayling’s City Manager, Jerry Morford, last 
week, sent a letter to Thomas L. Washington, 
Publisher of Michigan Out-of-Doors”’ in response to 
the article and explaining the true facts that the city 


-has done everything in its power to keep the 


AuSable as clean as can be... 

Mr. Morford further pointed out the fact that 
the city had abandoned the sewage treatment plant 
in question in 1971 and has not discharged any 
sewage effluent into the AuSable or any other 
‘stream since that time... 

We would also like to mention that we remem- 
ber when the sewage treatment plant was first built 
it was given the green light and blessings by all of 
the Michigan departments that had any control over 
‘such matters as a safe way to discharge the sewage 
from the city...it was later found that what was 
‘being discharged into the river was detrimental to 
the fish for survival so at that time the city imme- 
diately turned to the present lagoon system of rid- 
‘ding of waste material... 

' We feel as Mr. Morford stated in his letter that 
-he believed Mr. Wagner has given the City of Gray- 
‘ling undue criticism for its use of the river. And 
‘being that Michigan Out-of-Doors is widely read we 
feel there should be some sort of retraction either by

Corner 


A lot of women have been 
told by their pediatricians to 
not give their infants honey 
until after their first birth- 
day. 

My readings have _in- 
dicated that some honey con- 
tain a minute amount of 
botulism. The amount is so 
small that anyone a year old 
and up can usually digest it 
without any problems. An in- 
fant, however, still has a 
sensitive digestive system; 
and it is for this reason that 
some pediatricians feel 
honey should be abstained 
until the infant has reached 
the age of one year. 

Studies have also in- 
dicated that this botulism 
usually comes from the 
honey imported from over- 
seas. If you have already 
been giving your infant 
honey with no problems, by 
all means continue using it. 
Should you give your infant 
honey and he experiences 
vomiting, high fever, contact 
your physician im- 
mediately; and of course, 
discontinue the use of the 
honey. 

This author has spoken to 
several parents who have 
given their infants honey 
purchased from a_ local 
dealer and have had no 
problems.

— $19 million from the state for labor 
training. 

— $4.1 million from the state for road and 
rail improvements. 

— $1 million from the federal Economic 
Development Administration for sewers. 

— $21 million from the state Job Develop- 
ment Authority for pollution control bonds. 

-~- $20.3 million promised as a Federal Ur- 
ban Development Action Grant, known in 
the development trade as a UDAG grant. 

-— And a whopping $73 million estimated 
in property tax breaks from the city of Flat 
Rock from a 12-year 100 percent tax abate- 
ment agreement. 

But everybody seemed to agree it was all 
worth it to snare the Mazda production 
facility. The jobs it created would more than 
offset the tax costs, it was reasoned. And 
few argued. 

BUT THEN a few days ago, a couple of 
snags developed. 

Federal officials reduced the UDAG grant 
from the expected $20.3 million to a com- 
paratively piddling $2.5 million, on the 
premise that the lower figure was all that fit 
under the federal guidelines. 

No problem, promised Gov. Blanchard. 


‘The final links of a computer project for 
the state unemployment compensation sys- 
tem will be in place this summer, resulting 
in savings to employers of at least $33 
million a year, Jabor officials reported 
recently. 

The savings will help pay for the system 
over two years, but its $81.5 million cost is a 
sore point to state employers, who were 
initially told the automation project would 
cost thei about $17 million. 

Fred Jones, Jr., deputy director of the 
Michigan Employment Security Com- 
mission, said officials would continue to 
work with members of Congress and the 
state legislature to pay for at least the $25 
million in staff costs for the system. 

Originally, officials expected federal 
funds to cover $40-50 million of the costs, he 
said. 

‘Jones said federal officials have decided 
not to pay for any state’s fixed costs for such 
systems, even though if is responsible for 
administration costs and its account has a 
surplus approaching $1.4 billion. 

‘Only employers with negative balances — 
those whose unemployment insurance taxes 
are less than benefits paid to their former 
employees -- pay the solvency tax used for 
the automation project. 

Jones said as of early April, when em- 
ployer contributions are fully computerized, 
businesses will begin to really see savings 
and the entire system will be automated by 
July 1 when employer credits are added to 
the computers. 

‘He said the $33 million in estimated an- 
nual savings - by preventing overpayments- 
isa conservative estimate, based on the 
current, all-time low workload. 

“Now we have a working computer sys- 
tem that has the processing power needed 


@ not only for our current claims levels, but 


also for any claims load we might expect to 
accompany a future major recession,”

Any difference in funding would be made up 
to assure the Mazda project would receive 
all it was promised. The financing ‘‘is 
assured,” Blanchard said... and Doug Ross, 
Michigan’s commerce director, promised 
the state would make up the difference 
somehow, despite what he called “lack of 
cooperation” from the federal government. 

Then another problem surfaced. The 
Detroit Building Trades Council and Mazda 
were in some sort of labor union dispute 
even before the first shovel of dirt was turn- 
ed on the huge Flat Rock project. Gov. 
Blanchard called both sides to sit down and 
reason together, and hopefully peace will 
prevail. 

So the Mazda project — after such an en- 
couraging beginning — is off to a rocky 
start. Hopefully al! problems will be 
resolved in time for the late-April construc- 
tion start, and people will get their antici- 
pated new jobs right on schedule. Gov. 
Blanchard has sounded optimism all the 
way along. We trust he is right. 


MEANWHILE, state job-seekers continue 
to lust after the new Saturn car plant which 
General Motors is going to build. Blanchard 
and others are hopeful, and working hard to 
induce the decision-makers to keep GM ex- 
pansion right inGM’s home state. 

But don’t bet on it. All you need do is look 
at the Mazda record, and see problems 
ahead for Michigan’s Saturn search. 

Was Mazda a case of over-promising, 
come home to roost? Was it an added case of 
union intransigence — a charge which dogs 
ail Michigan efforts to find new industry? 

From what we read in the papers, 
probably both guesses contain a kernel of 
truth. 

Michigan has come a long way in its effor- 
ts to unite various segments of our state 
society and state economy to lure outsides 
as job-producers to locate here. The suc- 
cessful Mazda effort proves this improve- 
ment. 

But as a place to locate new job-producing 
business, Michigan still has a long way to 
go. Unfortunately, the Mazda troubles also 
prove the problems.

their employee rolls with MESC claimants 
and others will be added to the system later. 

The computer tapes may also be used in 
fraud detection and prevention in the Dept.

Jones said the automated system of 
benefit payments has already helped im- 
prove administration of that system, to 
where 75 percent. of the claimants have 
waits of not more than one hour and 95 per- 
cent are served within two hours. 

Teacher Certification Changes Proposed 

The State Board of Education has given 
preliminary approval to changes in the 
Michigan Teacher Certification Code pro- 
viding that, effective September 1, 1988, all 
new middle level teachers (grades 6-8) 
could teach only subjects in which they have 
a major or minor. 

The proposed changes would also require 
all future teachers, those certified after that 
date to renew their teaching certificate 
every five years. 

Exempted from the middle school teacher 
certification rule would be teachers teach- 
ing all subjects in grades 6, 7 and 8 in a self- 
contained classroom. 

State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Phillip Runkel said the board gave pre- 
liminary approval of the plan to amend the 
code for the purpose of holding public hear- 
ing on the rule changes. 

He said public hearings will be held in 
May and further recommendations for 
changes, as a result of the hearings, will be 
brought back to the board in July. 

Under present teacher certification rules, 
elementary teachers may teach any subject 
in kindergarten through the eighth grade 
while teachers who have a secondary certi- 
ficate may teach any subject in grades 
seven and eight but must teach their major 
or minor in grades 9 through 12. 

The proposed rules also would require ele- 
mentary teacher education programs to in- 


clude the study of the growth and develop-: 


ment of both the pre-adolescent (ages 5-9) 
and early adolescent (ages 10-14) students 
while secondary teacher preparation pro- 
grams must include study of growth and 
development of pre-adolescents and adoles- 
cents.

LSD Found on Children’s Stickers 
Reported in West Michigan Area 


LSD stickers shaped like 
blue “tattoo” stars or 
squares with favorite child- 
ren’s characters have been 
reported to be circulating in 
the west Michigan area, 
warns the Michigan Sheriffs’ 
Association (MSA). : 

MSA Administrative 
Director Sharon Rimek says 
the tattoo, called “Blue 
Star” is a small sheet of 
white paper containing blue 
stars the size of a pencil 
eraser. 

“ach star is impregnated 
with LSD and can be 
removed from the paper to 
be placed in the mouth,”’ she 
explains. ‘‘The drug also can 
be absorbed through the 
skin, simply by handling the 
stars.” 

Rimek describes the paper 
tabs with children’s charac- 
ters as looking like postage 
stamps in size and come five 
one-inch stamps to a page, 
packaged in red cardboard 
with a picture of Mickey 
Mouse on the box.

High Blood Pressure

Hypertension, commonly 
referred to as high blood 
pressure, affects an 
estimated 35 million people 
in the U.S., approximately 1 
out of every 4-5 adults. Un- 
treated, high blood pressure 
silently damages the blood 
vessels and heart leading to 


complications such as 
stroke, heart disease, and 
kidney failure. 

Hypertension refers to the 
persistant elevation of 


pressure in the arteries 
which are the blood vessels 
that carry blood frem the 
heart to all parts of the body. 
This constant extra load on 
the walls of the arteries and 
heart eventually can cause 
serious damage and compli- 
cations. This ‘‘overload” 
causes athersclerosis (har- 
dening of the arteries) to 
progress more rapidly. Hyp- 
ertension is in fact a major 
risk factor in heart attack 
and stroke which are two 
diseases that cause over 
800,000 deaths in a year. 
Blood pressure can be 
easily measured with an in- 
strument called a 
sphygmomanometer, which 
is a simple pressure gauge 
attached to an inflatable 
arm cuff. This is generally 
easy to do and many pa- 
tients, with practice, are 
able to measure their own 
BP. The blood pressure con- 
stantly goes up and down 
with each beat of the heart. 
It is actually the upper and 
lower limits of this pressure 
variation that we measure. 
The higher being called the 
systolic pressure and the 
lower the diastolic pressure.

In secondary hyper- ' 


tension, which is a very 


small percent of cases of § 
specifie § 


hypertension, a 
cause can be found. These 


causes include chronic kid- 3 


ney disease or infection, ex- 
cessive adrenalin secretion, 
and narrowing of one of the 
arteries to the kidneys. 
These causes can at times be 
corrected, resulting in a per- 
manent cure. However, most 
cases of hypertension are of 
the undetermined cause and 
require lifelong treatment 
with medication and a salt 
restricted diet. 

Your doctor can usually 
tell if you have primary or 
secondary hypertension on 
the basis of a medical his- 
tory, a physical exam and a 
few basic tests. This work up 
can usually be done in the 
doctors office and is 
relatively inexpensive. 

The good news is that in 
most cases high blood pres- 
sure can be very effectively 
treated, virtually 
eliminating the increased 
risk. The bad news is that 
many people don’t know that 
they have high blood pres- 
sure or don’t really appre- 
ciate the seriousness of it. 

Fortunately, there are a 
number of blood pressure 
screening and monitoring 
programs in our community. 
For example, the Red Cross 
and Mercy Hospita! provide 
free blood pressure check for 
anyone. This service is avail- 
able in Mercy Hospital’s 
main lobby between the 
hours of 3:30 until 7:30 p.m. 
on the 4th Monday of each 
month. 

Everyone should have a 
periodic blood pressure 
check. Ideally this should be 
done once a year if your 
blood pressure is normal, 
and perhaps more often if it 
is borderline. Because blood 
pressure may normally vary 
up and down, repeated 
checks may he necessary to 
determine if hypertension is 
truly present. 

Once hypertension is 
proven to be present, the 
real key of success is stick- 
ing to the treatment 
program over the long haul. 
This usually means taking 
medications faithfully every 
day, and seeing your doctor 
periodically for follow-up.

Starting April 1, the DNR 
began issuing “fuelwood” 
permits which allow the 
permittee to cut dead wood 
on state land for personal 
use. This has become a very 
popular program with thou- 
sands of such permits issued 
each year. 

Unfortunately, a major 
has developed 
through this program. A 
large number of un- 
scrupulous permit holders 


| take advantage of their 


privilege and sell the wood. 
This may not seem to be 
serious to you, at first 
glance. However, if you stop 
to consider some of the rami- 
fications you may change 
your mind. 

First of all, these thieves 
are stealing from the honest 
permit holders and the 
people of the state. 


Secondly, many of these 


persons are on some sort of 
assistance program, which 
means your tax dollars sub- 
sidize their illegal activities. 
Speaking of taxes brings us 
to the third point, which is 
the sales tax they don’t pay 
on their business. Next, con- 
sider the honest wood dealer 
who must try and compete 
with the wood thief. He has 
to pay normal business ex- 
penses that the thief doesn’t 
have. 

These are a few of the 
problems caused by the 
wood poacher. Just like a 
fish or game poacher, these 
folks steal from everyone in 
the state, and laugh as they 
count their money. 

Various methods to rectify 
this problem have been 
discussed. Included are 
licensing wood sellers state- 
wide and abolishment of the 
firewood permit program 
altogether. 

A better way would be for 
the wood buyer to verify he 
is dealing with an honest 
operator. Those folks who 
are trying to make an honest 
living in the wood business 
are well-known in their 
community. Just as well- 
known are the thieves. Be 
sure you know whom you are 
dealing with.
